Building the TiCK CW Keyer 
By Crystal, KCOAJF 


Overall, I really enjoyed building the keyer. 

I had a lot of fun working with Rich, 
KEOZI, a BARC Jr. Elmer, who helped me 
build the keyer. I built it over several weeks 
during BARC Jr. meetings. Rich helped me 
to solder well by showing me how to do it 
right. I did most of the soldering. The basic 
idea is to use the soldering iron to heat the 
component and melt the solder. A compo- 
nent could be a resistor or an inductor. Done 
correctly, this produces a good connection. 
One way to tell if the connection is good is if 
the solder is shiny. To make the keyer, I also 
had to strip wires, which means to take the 
plastic off the outside of the wire. Rich was 
very helpful and as we built the keyer he 
talked about what the different components 
did. After I had built the keyer, I had to 
make and hook up a connector to connect 
my paddle and keyer together. By this time, 
I really wanted to finish up the keyer 
because I had been working on it for several 
weeks. I was anxious to get it done, so my 
final connections were a bit rushed. After I 
finished it, I took it over to Rip and Ellie's 
house to show them what I had done. It 
turns out that I had soldered the connections 
backward. So instead of the left doing a dot, 
it did a dah! Oops!! Like I said earlier, the 
connections were a bit rushed and I must 
have mixed up the wires or I wasn't paying 
attention to it. Oh well, I quickly 


resoldered the connections and now the keyer 
works fine. I enjoyed building the keyer 
because it is something I can use. It is 
undescribable, the pride and satisfaction you 
get from saying, "I made it," and then being 
able to use it. 

The keyer has a number of different func- 
tions which it can do. The speed is adjustable 
. Another function is the memory. It can 
store about twenty-five characters at a time. 
The keyer can be changed so a left or 
right-handed person could use it. It also has 
the capability of being a straight key or a 
keyer. It goes through a cycle in which you 
can adjust all the different options. With the 
keyer, I got a Bencher paddle hooked up to it 
and it runs on a nine volt battery. So far, I 
have been using the keyer to practice my 
Morse code. I look forward to using the keyer 
during many memorable CW contacts.

DXCC 2000 Rule Changes 


Approved by the ARRL Board of Directors were 
rules changes for the DXCC program that had 
been recommended by the DXCC 2000 Commit- 
tee. Under the new criteria, no countries currently 
on the DXCC list will be removed. In the future, 
countries will be referred to as entities. A political 
entity will be added to the DXCC list if it meets 
any one of three criteria: it is a UN member state, 
it has an ITU prefix block assigned, or it has a 
separate IARU member society. The new criteria 
also replace all DXCC measurements, including 
physical separation distances, with metric system 
figures roughly equivalent to the former distances. 
While the 57 entities on the deleted list will 
remain, no new countries will be added to the 
deleted list in the future. Deleted entities simply 
will be removed. In addition, the new rules specify 
a minimum "island" size of 100 meters measured 
in a straight line. The DXCC field checking 
program will remain in place. The effective date of 
the changes will be announced later this year.
